The site of the graves is m ark ed by a

At 90. he k new death was 
on the way 
Thus ended a life that was a foinis of

with no pomp, no 
ostentation, no vanity, 


In it.self. this was not unusual. Millions 
of us live and die obscurely. 


The difference is that Dr. Schweitzer 
was not obscure.

But he refused to bask in the glory he

world’s most famous hospitals. 


His point of view about his hospital .at 
Lam barene summed up his attitude 


He look ed on if as a « ervice institution, 
helping primitive people to .survive in a 
jungle environment 
He never made it conform to the hos­ 
pital image of visitors from the outside 
—and they were dismayed by its short­ 
comings. 
They could not see what was clear to 
Dr .Schweitzer, that .service to humanity 
was being given in term s the recipients 
could understand and in a form consistent 
with their circumstances 


Few of us could say honestly that we 
understood this man who preferred to live 
in an African jungle and serve the neediest 
of his fellow men 


But m any of us could say during recent 
years that we were awed by a dimension 
of hum an compassion and 
humility

When steel talked about a guaranteed 


annual wage, bargainers in other indus­ 
tries talked about it. too. 


When steel veered away from guaran­ 
teed wages and talked about post-employ­ 
ment security, instead, other industries 
followed suit. 


The new shape of reality in steel—the 
new fashion-setter in industrial contracts 
- is a combination of current and deferred 
benefits, with heavy 
emphasis 
on 
the 
latter. 


For example, employes with 3ft years’ 
.service in .steel can retire on full pension 
after Aug I next year, regardless of age 
They can draw maximum pensions equiva­ 
lent lo as much as 35 times $5—$175 a 
month 


Employes “ retiring" due to .shutdowns 
or after two-year disability layoffs can 
draw an extra $75 a month until Social 
Security benefits fall due 


The term of sickness and accident bene­ 
fits will be doubled 
Life insurance and 
medical benefits will be improved 
Pen­ 
sion benefits for employes who retired 
before Aug 
I, 1966. will be improved 
Employes with five years’ service will be 
entitled to transfers to other plants, with 
more generous relocation allowances 


Significantly, the cost of these Iringe 
benefits and direct wages increases can­ 
not be agreed on by employers, the steel 
union and the government. 


The fact is that the cost is not absolute. 
It is relative to future events. Experience 
alone will reveal the cost. 


The steel industry will do everything in 
its wide-ranging power to minimize the 
cost, as it has done after every settlement 
that boosted the ante 


It will continue to automate. 


It will substitute machinery for man­ 
power wherever it can. 


When the new contract rum out in three 
years there will be fewer steelworkers 
than there are now. 


Employers once decided how much they 
intended to pav and that was the indus­ 
trial contract. Employes took it or left it. 


Now. once it has been decided through 
a process of politico-socio-economic pres­ 
sure what employes should be given, em­ 
ployers can lake it or soften the impact 
bv stepping up efficiency’; i.e.. cutting 
down on the human labor force 


Knowing this, employes are increasing­ 
ly interested in post-employment security. 
which today is a combination of what 
they have coming from their one-time em­ 
ployer and the federal government 


It is a far cry from a guaranteed 
annual wage. 


It is a guaranteed annua! income.

This has been consistent with the now 
unquestioned doctrine that the only way to 
discourage a would-be attacker is to be a 
would-be attacker 


Rut now the would-be attackers are at it. 
hot and heavy, using U S weapons. 


Somehow the doctrine of furnishing arms 
to everybody, to keep peace, doesn t seem 
unquestionable any more 


It makes no more sense internationally 
than it makes nationally to sell every 
would-be attacker a gun and hope it never 
will be used for anything but sporting 
purposes.

No Buildup 


Death came to Albert Schweitzer at 9ft 
in an African hut 


His friends carried out his wish to have 
his body buried immediately in a plain 
coffin beside the ashes of his wife 


The site of the graves is marked by a 
cross that Dr 
Schweitzer had made for 
the purpose 
At 9ft he knew death was 
on the way 


Thus ended a life that was a focus of 
international interest be ause it was lived 
the way it ended — with no pomp, no 
ostentation, no vanity. 


In itself, this was not unusual Millions 
of us live and die obscurely. 


The ditlerence is that Dr 
Schweitzer 
was not obscure 


He was one of the notables of 
his 
generation. 


Hts name and face were known to mil­ 
lions He had every reason to think of 
himself as a Very Important Person 


But he refuged to bask in the glory he 
had earned with his skill as a theologian, 
physician, surgeon, musician, philosopher, 
missionary 
and founder of one of the 
world’s most famous hospitals 


His point of view about his hospital at 
Lambarene summed up his attitude 


He looked on if as a service institution, 
helping primitive people to survive in a 
jungle environment 


He never made it conform to the hos­ 
pital image of visitors from the outside 
—and they were dismayed by ifs short­ 
comings 


Thov could not see what was clear to 
Dr Schweitzer, that service to humanity 
was being given in terms the recipients 
could understand and in a form consistent 
with their circumstances. 


Few of us could say honestly that we 
understood this man who preferred to live 
in an African jungle and serve the neediest 
of his fellow men 


But many of us could say during recent 
years that we were awed by a dimension 
of human compassion and humility 
that 
made us feel like pygmies. 


and kill themselves and others in their 
own homes 
The more autos there are. moreover, 
and the more miles they are driven, the 
more deaths there will be. both absolute­ 
ly and relatively 
There is no prospect of complete high­ 
way safety -ever Drivers always will do 
foolish, reckless things in cars 
But drivers who work at it can learn 
how to avert mane of the consequences 
of bad driving on the part of others Thev 
can learn to defend themselves, their pas­ 
sengers and other prudent drivers 
Thev can increase their chances of stav­ 
ing alive while driving. Thev can learn 
to defend themselves, the only wav pres­

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Chemistry I sec! As An Example 
* - 
What Knowledge Explosion Means 


RICHMOND, 
lnd 
(AP* 
— 
This is what the knowledge ex­ 
plosion is, and what it means: 
‘if you started at the first ot 
the year to read everything new 
in chemistry as it came out,” 
says Dr. Laurence Strong, ‘‘by 
the end of the year you'd be IO J 
years behind.” 
It is because of this, and be-1 
cause as much has been learned 
about chemistry in the past IO 
to 13 years as was ever learned1 
before, that many of today’s1 
high school pupil; are studying 
a “ new chemistry” as part of a 
curricula revolution in U.S. ed-; 
ucation. 


STRONG, who has been head 
oi the chemistry department at 
Earlham dnd.) College here 
since 1952, said, it all started in 
1957 at a meeting of high schooi 
and college chemistry teachers' 
at Reed College in Portland. 
Ore 
“ The 
high school 
teachersj 
complained that what they were 


teaching didn’t suit them, and 
was not really relative to mod­ 
ern - day chemistry. For in­ 
stance, one single textbook dom­ 
inated the high school chemistry 
field—it gave the teachers little 
choice.” he said 
‘‘I suggested a way out might 
be to organize a course around 
a key idea that chemists think 
significant. I further suggested 
that ‘chemical bond’ was such 
an idea. 
“ This is the idea that atoms 
are held together by forces to 
produce compounds. There are 
other concepts that could have 
been used. 
“ The high school teachers 
were interested, and asked us to 
do something about it. So we 
did ” 
The chemistry course which 
evolved from that Portland con­ 
ference is known as Chemical 
Bond Approach, often referred 
to as "Chem-Bond” or simply! 
"UBA.” 
It was the fir^t of two “new 


chemistry courses, but it is not 
the most popular. 
That honor gees to the Chemi­ 
cal Education Materials Study, 
known as "Chem-Study,” devel­ 
oped at Harvey Mudd College. 
Claremont, Calif., and the Uni­ 
versity of California at Berke­ 
ley. 


ACCORDING to U S Office of 
Education figures, more than a 
million high school juniors study 
chemistry each \ear Of these, 
about 50.000 are studying Chem- 
Bond. and about 250,000 are us­ 
ing Chem-Study materials. 
Strong said the National Sci­ 
ence Foundation wasn’t particu­ 
larly interested in the idea of a 
new chemistry course when it 
was first suggested to it in 1957. 
Two years later, however, the 
foundation .sponsored a writing 
conference at which 19 high 
school and college chemistry 
teachers got together to write 
the first draft of 'he Chem-Bond 
materials.

the service district. 
Card pointed out the so-called

THE AGREEMENT for sale

Thp program started slowly 
as skeptical peasants used their 
loans to buy fertilizer, insecti­ 
cide. seed and advice from the 
institute In a matter of months, 
the yield on many tiny holdings 
jumped from 200 to 2.000 pounds 
per acre The number of partici­ 
pating farm ers in the volunteer 
program went from 136 in 1962 
to 1,053 in 1964 to 4.600 this year 
The 1965 production was 5 2 mil­ 
lion pounds of the highest grade 
cotton Haiti has seen in genera­ 
tions. 
Similar loan programs have 
been carried out for corn and 
grain, with similar results in the 
past 12 months according to the 
institute s figures.
